Although the company only arrived from 
Manila on Friday morning, the vast.pre- 
parations necessary for the reception of 
the public shad teen completed ina 
thoroughly. satisfactory manner, and we 
are glad to be. able to speak in. most 
favourable terms of the, admirable ar- 
rangements made by the management, 
in every possible way likely to conduce 
to the convenience and comfort of the 
Hoftkong public. ‘The. large space 
adjoining the Bowrington Canal, occupied 
“by the pavilions, has been enclosed hy a 
bamboo fence, and.at the entrance, which 
_{s constructed on the most approved prin- 
ciples, a ticket office has heen erected, 
On entering the first pavilion the visitor at 
once finds himself. in the “Menagerie, a 
small but valuable collection. At the right 
the tiers’ dens are placed.’ and it will be 
admitted that Signor Cutarint's “monarchs 
of the jungle" will, bear favorable com- 
parison with those of any travelling: men- 
agerie in the world. ‘The three lJarye 
performing Bengal tiers are indeed mag- 
nificent animals, and Mr. Lorenz Jounson 
appears to have them completely under, 
control. Another fine specimen has lately 
been added, and ifthe three grand tiger 
+ cubs, confined ina separate compartment 
of the same. caye as the new comer, should 
have the good fortune to live to reach the 
age of maturity, probably the finest collec- 
tion of tigers inthe world will be under 
the charye of the enterprising proprictor 
of this popular circus. A: brace of black, 
tigers, or panthers, from Central India, 
are uxcecdingly ferocious, but splendidly 
shaped specimens, and we believe that 
they are the first of their species ever 
exhibited in the Far East.

On Saturday night, at nine o'clock, be- 


| tween three and four thousand people had, 


‘notwithstanding the tong distance from 
the central districts, and the threatening 
weather, assembled in’ the ciréus, and 
punctually to time, after an overture by 
the hand, the performance commenced with 
es Mosquetatres de da Rene, a spectacular 
exhibition in which the skill of ten trained 
horses was capitally displayed, the perfect 
manner in which they went through the 
various ‘intricate. evolutions, of what was 
an, unusually attractive performance, de- 
servedly: eliciting hearty applause. This 
spectacle was directed by Signor Cutaist 
arid Miss Nettirn Retn, in the style of ac- 
complished arvistes. Mr. Titvant. a yym- 
nast of some celebrity, proved ‘himself a 
master of the art of balancing, performing 
some very clever tricks’ on dn oscillating: 
trapeze. The “educated zebra from 
Southern Africa” was introduced hy Mr. 
Jose Rosano, and: showed itself to be a 
“timber-topper"’ of ‘some ability, taking 
thehurdles, and five barred gate like a prac- 
tised steeple-chaser, A comic cejuestrian 
scene, entided the “Three Nations,’ and 
introducing ideal representatives of Eng- 
fand, Ireland, and Scotland, was cleverlys 
performed by Mr. F. Warsox, whose 
humourous impersonation of Paddy, and 
fine trick-act riding as Rob Roy, reccived 
treat applause, : 
At this stave of the proceedings, the rain 


which had heen coming down in force for }* 


some time previously, suddenly assumed 
the proportions of a'deluge, and accom. 
panied by a terrific squall, ‘forcibly remind- 
ing one of the typhoon season, soon com- 
menced to make matters decidedly unplea- 
sant. For several minutes nothing could 
be heard but the roaring of the wind, 
and the rain lashing on the roof of the 
Grarquee, the audience meanwhile keeping 
their seats‘and behaving admirably. The 
force of the squall at length proved too 
much for the canvas of the tent, and in 
several places a breach was made, the 
rain pouring into the circus in torrents. 
The gas lights were swinging about in a 
danyrerous fashion, and a stampede of the 
audience towards the entrance would in- 
‘evitahably have led to deplorable results.

citrious.story At the Li-shan, a hill near Kiu 
kiang, there was a stone door which could not be

A CHINESE scaman, a hawker, and a shopman 
were charged this morning before Captain 
Thomsctt, the first and second with attempting 
to steal two silk. handkerchiefs from the shop of 
Mr. J. Dorabjec, near the Hongkong Hotel. The 
three prisoners, according tothe evidence, entered 
the shop at noon yesterday, the seaman and the 
hawkeraskingforsome silk handkerchiefs. While 
Mr, Dorabjec was shewing the handkerchiefs, the 
hawker, who appeared to control the actions of 
the other’ two, gave a handkerchief to the 
seaman, who tried to hide it under’his jacket, 
the hawker at the same’ time. bolting off. 
Mr. Dorabjee' seized the seaman and sent 
for the police. .The other two were found 
later on in ‘Third Strect—The seaman and the 
enterprising hawker, the leader of the gang, were 
sentenced to six month's hard labour each, the 
shopman, who had taken no active part in the 
attempted theft, being ordered to find two sureties 
in $25 each to be of good behavour for three 
months, or go to gaol for that period. All three 
had been there before, so they are well up in gaol 
routine, and will doubless afford Mr. Hayward 
active assistance in carrying on the multifarious 
duties appertaining to “durance vile.” 


THE Shanghai Agent for Reuter sends the follow. 
ing apology and explanation to the NV. C. Daily. 
News for the blunder made with the telegram 
reposting the murder of Lord F. Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke ‘The Agent regrets the mistransla- 
tion ofthe telegram of 7th May, reporting the ags- 
assination of Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke, 
which however was corrected in a later issue on 
the soth when a confirmatory message was re- 
ceived. The messages coming in elpher' are 
sometimes doubtful ia their signification, as the 
mutilation of a word will possibly alter the 
meaning of a sentence. Every care is taken to 
give the message in its integrity, but as unneces- 
sary verbiage .is- avoided on account of the ex- 
pense, the connecting words of the sentence are 
sometimes left to the discretjon ofthe Agent, who 
however believes that, with very rare exceptions, 
he has given the correct translation. 


And yet another instance of Reuter’s blundering 
and bungling. .On Saturday the following tele- 
gram was jssued, and duly appeared in our 
columns :—~-" The Porte’ has sent-a note to its re- 
presentatives abroad to the effect that-a warm 
reception awaits the ironclads should they en- 
croach upon Turkish sovereignty in Egypt.

Defendant and another boy came up to him, the 
fonner taking away the scales. He began to 
beat the defendant for doing this, when the other 
boy seized him (the complainant) by the queue, 
the defendant running in to his house’ close 
by, and bringing out a chopper, with which 
he cut him across the hand, as he held it out 
to defend himself His hand bled, and some 
‘people in the street came up and seized the de- 
fendant and arrested him.—The complainant's 
father, a hawker, said he was in advance of his 
son, and hearing a noise looked back and 
saw ‘the defendant cut his son on the 
hand with the knife produced. His son was 
badly hurt—The Chinese Constable who ar- 
rested the defendant, said the complainant was 
cut across the fingers to the extent of the tenth 
of aninch deep.—The case was remanded till. 
to-morrow to enable medical evidence to be ob- 
tained ag to the cut. ‘The father of the defen- 
dant, a strect coolic, was bound .over in ten 
dollars to produce his son at ten o'clock to- 
morrow. ,

murderer, is a Hindoo, and has served nearly 
four years in the Gun Lascars at Hongkong, a 
corps raised as an auxiliary tothe Royal Artillery 
in China, His victim bore the rather poctical 
name of Lachmee, and was the daughter of an 
Indian named Appasamec—who had served some 
years in the Police here, taking up the dutics of 
watchman upon his discharge from the Foree— 
by his wife, a Chinawoman, Appasamcee died 
in August of last year, leaving three daughters 
and two litle boys, One of the daughters is 
married to the havildar ofthe Gun Lasears, named 
Seethoram ; the other one, as alsb the boys, are 
quite little things, as was the murdered girl. 
Casting his lustful, murderous eyes upon the 
poor child, his victim, Private Tecca Ram, it 
appears, visited, up to about’ four months 
ago, at her mother’s house in Wei’ Sing 
Street, close to the, scene of the murder, and 
asked the mother for her daughter to wife: 
In consequence ‘of the child's tender years, the 
mother declined to listen to the proposal, and 
told him she would consider the matter when the 
girl had-reached the age of sixteen or seventeen, 
He continued, however, to visit at the house, 
and in the course of a conversation with the 
mother, she told him that, in accordance with 
Chinese custom, he would have to pay a hun- 
dred dollars before hé could have the girl, 
after she had arrived at maturity, He offered 
fifty dollars, but was informed it would not do, 


and, continuing to pester the people, he was told: 
by the mother not to come there any more, as 


be thereby compromised. The Havildar’ also 
told him to keep clear of the house. He ceased 
to visit the place, but evidently treasured up the 
memory of his supposed wrongs and disap- 
pointed lust. It appears he was heard to mutter 
threats to the effect that he would take care no 
one clse should have the girl, if he could not, as 
he would make away with her first, ‘He ha 
meanwhile broken his caste, by getting a Chi- 
nese bay to cook his food, and by other caste 
breaking habits, and indulged freely in Sam- 
shu, brandy .and anything in the Hquor Jine 
that offered, We have nat been able to elicit 
that his caste comrades fn the Gun Lascars 
treated him as a pariah in consequence, beyond 
that their caste prevented their continuing 
to mess with him, but it may be safely 
assumed that they looked askance ‘at him over 
the matter. The man’s character in the force 
has been what, in military parlance, may be 
technically termed “ fair,” a disposition to intem- 
erance, quarrelling and falschood having ‘been 
is prevailing attributes. Events | marched 
on in theiv customary manner until: Saturday, 
when, about half past twelve, the poor child hap-: 
ned to go to a coffee shop, 2 wooden structure 
ust outside the Gun Lascar coolc house, kept by 
Chinese, to btiy curry powder. Tecca Ram was 
cutting up wood with a Chinese chopper, or 
cleaver, within a few feet ‘of the coffee shop, 
as the girl entered the shop, As she did so, the 
murderer desisted from his work, and went to 
) the cook house, just inside the door of which he 
sted himsolf, with the chopper in his hand‘be- 
ind his back, watching intently for the child 
‘to Icave the coffce ho ». As she did so, 
-he stcalthily emerged from his concealinent, and, 
quick as thought, seized the girl by her hair be- 
ind, by one hand, dealing her a murderous blow 
in the head with the chopper with the ‘other hand. 
The child immediately dropped to the ground, 
when, to make sure ‘of his work, the cowardly 
villain’struck ‘her two more blows on, the, head 
with the chopper, pieces of the poor-thing’s skull 
and fragments of brain Sing shout her life blood’ 
dycing the ground around, . ‘The murderer, havin 
finished his bloody work, rushed to the 5 
room, within ten or twelve yards of the scene of 
the murder, and gave himself up as_a prisoner, 
a precautionary measure, it. would “appear, 
dictated by care for his own safety, as the men 
of the Gun .Lascars ‘who witnessed the murder 
fiom the windows ‘overlooking the road, but 
could take nd steps to prevent it, the thing was 
done so suddenly and quickly, rushed down, and 
would probably have lynched the scoundrel had 
he not ensconced himself in the guard-room.' A

ten years there has been established at Hart: 
ford, United States, a Chinese educational 
establishment, which contains about 200 youths 
between fifteen and twenty years of age, who are 
educated in foreiy Inngiages, science, and in- 
dustries, This establishment was under the 
charge of the savant Ou-Kia-Chan, one of the 
most advanced and liberal Mandarins, and for- 
merly Minister in Madrid, The growing im-

charge of the savan? Ou-Kin-Chan, one of the 
most advanced and liberal Mandarins, and for- 
merly Minister in Madrid, ‘The growing im-
